WELL-KNOWN EDITOR. . 
SUCCUMBS TO TYPHOID. 


It is with tho doopest regrot 
that wo havo to announce tho 
death of Mr. -H. A. Cartwright, 
tho Managing Dirootorand Editor 
of tho Hongkong’ Daily Presa, 
which took placo this morning ab 
tho Fronch Hospital, Cau<oway 
Bay. Just over throo woeke ago, 
Mr, Cartwright: fell slok, and, 
aftor staying at homo foro ‘weok, 
went to the hospital. suffering 
from typhoid fovor, It was. 
known for sevoral days past that 
his condition was -sorious, but 
thore wero rather more ronssur- 
ing roports yesterday, and tho 
nows of his domise hak as coma a 
great shock to his many frionds. 
Tho sincerest eympathy will, bo 
folt for Mra. Cartwright and 
shildren'in their groat trial. 


‘Tho late Mr. Honry Adolphur 

Cartwright was ono of tho bert- 
known man in. tho Colony, in 
which ho had rosidedfor the past 
ten yonre, Prior to coming to 
Hongkong in 1914 to take up tho 
editorship of tha ‘Daily Presa, ho 
had edited oa nowspaper - in 
Buenos Aires, and. at ono timo 
proviously had visited Hongkong 
and the Far Kast in,tho intorosts 
of Lloyds Publishing Company, 
oditing thoir well-known publica- 
tion of “Far Eastern Impros- 
sions He bad also served with 
Moasrs, Waterlow, of London, 
and brought to his.:post hore 
much exporionce ‘and ability. 
He was a clear and ‘lucid writor, 
a koon student of local admins- 
trativo probloms nd on advisor 
whoso loss will bo-tiuch folt. Of 
a gonial disposition, ho was an 
‘ongaging conveérsationalist and 
mado for himself oa wide 
circlo of gonuino friondships. 

He took a keon ond loading in- 
torost in the subjoct of local con- 
atitutional roform, being o mom- 
ber of tho Committee of the 
Constitutions! Roform Associa- 
tion. Ilo was also interosted in 
the dovolopment of Cheungchau 
island, whore he resided for somo 
timo. As a Diroctor of tho 
Hongkong Tug and Lighter Com- 
pany and tho Hongkong Duvelop- 
ment and Savings Socisty, he 
manifosted his firm boliof in tho 
futuro growth and prospority of 
the Colony. . 

As a Freomason, Mr Cart- 
wright occupied a high and 
honoured position among tho 
local brothron of the Craft, Last 
yoar he was Worshipful Mastor 
of his own Lodge—tho Porsove- 
ranco—and at tho time of his 
death occupied 
D.G.P. in tho District Grand 
Lodgo of Hongkong and South 
China. Among the othor Masonic 
officos ho held wore those of 
Chaplain to the Concordia Mark 
Lodgo, Second Principal of the 
Cathay Chapter, ond First 
Goncral of the St. Mary 
Magdalene Chapter. 

Returning from Homo leavo 
only a short while ago, Mr. Cart- 
wright then appoared to bo in the 
bost of health. {Ho was accom- 
panied by his wife, loaving hia 
two young daughtors at school in 
England. Tho death, of husband 
and fathor at the cayly age of 47 
years is a sad loss, i which thoy 
will’hayve tho heartfelt sympathy 
of tho whole community. - 

His journalistic ‘polloagues in 
the Colony havo, intommon with 
hie numerous ‘‘othor frionds, 
loarnod of Mr. }Cartwright’s 
demise with the grdatest sorrow.

SEVENTEENTH BIENNIAL | 
CONVERENCE. 


Following upon the joint con- 
ference ‘of the China Medical 
Missionary Association and the 
British Medienl Association, 
which coneluded its ressiona over 
the week-end, the. seventeenth 
biennial conference of the China 
Medieal Missionary Association 
opencd at the University yester: 
day morning, Dre. John Kirk 
(the President) condueted the pro- 
cecdings, 


During the course of his Presi- 
dentin) address, Dr. Kirk dndicat- 
ed- the changes) which had taken 
place in the facilities at the dis- 
posal of the medical missionary 
both in regard to the general ad- 
vancement of medieal science and 
the attitude of the people, and 
emphasised that a wider oppor- 
tunity had laid on the medical 
missionary u greater responslbi- 
lity. There wan on great field of 
work, the Importance of which had 
yet to be fully appreciated, and 
that was in the minsion schools, 
none of which should be without! 
henlth work as an outstanding 
feature of ita curriculum and life. 


He thought, that there might bo 


some truth In the allegations that 
were sometimes made against them 
that they were paying too much 
attention to the sick and too little 
to the all {mpartant task.of health 
education and disease prevention 
among the youth of China, not only 
In mission schoola, but other 
schools und colleges throughout 
China. . ‘ 


Staffed By Chinese. 


Dr. Kirk. alan referred to the 
object which was behind all their 
work of eventually getting hos- 
pitals in China entirely staffed by 
the Chinese themselves, and ap: 
penled for a broader spirit in or- 
der that the qualified Chinese 
youth who was imbued with the 
missionary spirit might be given 
every opportunity of taking the 
position he was fitted for on the 
hospital staffs. 


Speaking of the necessity for 
greater tolerance, Dr. Kirk suid 
that he found that more yood was 
done by putting the ense clearly 
before patients and leaving them 
to decide whether such and such a 
thing should be done or not. 
“Often enough they go to con: 
sult the family idol about it,” anid 
Dr. Kirk, “but I find that the idols 
seem to have been believing In me 
far more sinee I adopted that 
course and became tess abitrary” 
(huughter.) 


The President expressed — his 
belief that the hospitals in China 
should be on a more self-support- 
ing basis, and suggested for con- 
nideration that there should be 


-| paying guests and, if necessity 


arise, paying wards taken In. 
“Why should not the rich in China 
be given the privilege of paying 
for the less fortunate poor,” naked 
Dr, Kirk. 


At the conclusion of the address, 
the meeting gave consideration to 
evangelistic work as related to 
Hospitals, upon which subject Dr. 
J. WH. Montgomery , (Chinchow) 
delivered a paper, and Medical 
Schools, which was introduced by 
Dr. F. H, Mosse, There followed 
nu general discussion, in which the 
papers were discussed from the

Recognition of Faithful Service. 


Several resolutions came before 
the meeting in connection with the 
reports. One was to the’ effect 
that the Executive Committee con- 
sidered that appropriate recogni- 
tion should be made the membera 
of the Association who had ren- 
dered faithful and of distingufsh- 
ed services to the cause of medical 
missions in China and reeommend- 
ed to the Association the confer: 
ring of a medal, suitably inserib- 
ed, on such individuals as were 
from time to time nominuted by 
the Executive Committee for this 
honour, the design of the medal 
and other detnils to be left to the 
Executive. Committee. 


Dr. Maxwell, speaking on be- 
half of the Executive Committee, 
pointed out that there were two 
points of view which had to be 
taken [nto consideration, The 
Committee felt that objection 
might be taken to such a step, 
There might not be anyone among 
them ,who: desired such recogni- 
tion, but on the other hand the 
Aasociation felt that it wished to 
have the opportunity of honour- 
ing long and falthful service. 


Dr, Goddard while appreciat- 
ing the desire to recognise good 
service thought that it might hap- 
pen that those they most wished 
to honour would not have their 
services recognized, He felt per- 
haps they might be accused of 
making invidious distinetions.

Registration of Mission Hospitals, 


Another resolution related to 
mission hospitals, and was as fol- 
lows: “With the view to assist. 
ingg mission hospitals to attain 
necepted standards of staff and 
equipment we approve of the 
policy of facilities being afforded 
for the voluntary registration of 
such hospitals as desired, such 
recognition to conform to the 
standards to be adopted for each 
tyne of mission hospital.” 


Dr. Tucker asked for more in- 
formation. 


The chairman replied that’ the | 


question before the meeting was 
simply ‘one regarding the principle 
of registration of hospitals. If 
the principle was approved by the 
Conference, the question of the 
standards required for such re- 
gistration would be referred to 
the Executive to work out.

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SUMMARY oF TREATY. 


Pekiug, 
Russo-Japanese Treaty, which wae 
elygned nt 1.90.this morning, con 
sists of six documents, namely, a 
Convention of seven articles om. 
bodying the basic rulea governing 
Rugso-Jkpanese — relations, 
Protocola of five and nine articles, 
a decliration by M. Karakhnn, o 
act of Notes, annexed Note and 
the sfgnature to the Protocol. 

The following arc summaries of 
the text:' 


Convention, 


- Article T says that with the on- 
forcement of the Convention dlp- 
lomatic relations shall bo estah- 
ished between the contracting 
parties, namely, after the ratifica- 
tions are exchanged. 


Article Il stutes that the Soviet 
recoyznises the validity of the 
Portsmouth Trenty, but, all other 
Treaties between Russia and 
Japan concluded prior to the re- 
volution of 2927 shall be’ revised 
or abolished during the forthcom- 
ing negotiations at the Conference 
dealing with matters contained in 
the Treaty.

The lecture detiveyed last even- 
fe oat tho Helena May Institute 
cn Prehistoric Anthropology by 
Dy. ‘Davidson Black of the Uni- 
versity of Peking, was one of the 


‘most Interesting: and- instructive 


' Hast, 


that has been delfvered during the 
present session of the Medical 
Conference. 

Owing to the necessarilly tech- 
nical nature of the subject, Dr, 
Bineck took the pains to Hlustrate 
his lecture as fully.as possible 
with o vorles of excellent slides, 
comprising: maps, charts, photo- 
‘graphs, ete., making It possible for 
the lenst Instructed in the selence 
to follow intelligently. 

Dr. Black opened his 
lecture with oa. short ex- 
planation of the several 
perlods.of time, from the Archaen 
or carlest and so far unknown, 
through che Palacozole or primary, 
the Mesozoic or accondary to the 
Tertiary subdivided into Eocene, 
Oligocene, Miocene, Pliocene and 
Pleistocene or Recent. Through- 
out his interesting talk the Tec- 
turer took his henrers over tho 
Jong interval between the dawn 
of history and the commencement 
of the recent epoch, and showed 
how man through long ages, un- 
marked hy periods of years as we 
know them to-day, was built ap 
as was the human languace, by 
the process of Sevelopment, 

The most interesting part of 
the lecture was that concerning 


-Dr. Black’s own personal investl- 


gations in connection with other 
scientists in the Yang Shao Tsun 
district where there haa been dis- 
covered a culture as old as 3,000 
B.C., « period during which the 
pithecold ancestors of - homo 
sapiens began to make useful use 
of their cerebral matter. and to 
slowly improve their condition 
owing to force of circumstances, 

The position of man'in geologl- 
cul classification was illustrated 
with some excellent charta.. The 
Java so-called missing link wag 
mentioned and the wonderful dis- 
eoveries of the Neanderthal man 
and of other prehistoric fossil 
human remains were explained, 
The entire lecture was listened to 
with intense interest by a goodly 
audience. 

At the end of the locture Mr. 
W. W. Hornell, the Chairman, 
proposed a hearthy vote of thanks 
to Dr. Black. He said Dr. Black, 
ns they all knew, was hero in cons 
nection with the Medica! Con- 
ference, He and three others 
were his guests und he could 
uguure these person that they had 
not had an idle time, ‘They were 
grateful to those participating in 
the Conference for the ‘series of 
popular lectures. What they had 
seen pepresented but a fraction of 
their work, 
to het the first-hand reports of 
scientific researches in the . Far 
especially in’ China, and 
they felt sure Hongkong would 
like to have its proper share In 
furthering that work.

Tho British, French and 
Japanese Ambassadors, tho Bol- 
gin Minister and tho Italian 
charge d’ affaires have handed to 
Dr. Luther o joint note with 
regard to the evacuation of tho 
Ruby, in reply to the Gorman 
Note of Jan. 6th. 

Lord 1)’Abornon stated that a 
third Note, with fall details, will 
bo sont to the Gorman Govorn- 
mont as soon as possible. 

Luthor expressed disappoint- 
mont that the prosont Noto did 
not contain the details on which 
non-ovacuation of the Cologne 
zone is based. Heurged that tho 
prosont stato of suspension bo 
soon ended: : : 

The Noto to Gormany fays 
that the Allics do not infend at 
prosont to ontor into a discussion 
with the Gorman Govornmont, 
nor deal with tho latter's 
allogations, which thoy could in 
nowiso accept. Tho Allicd Gov- 
ornmonts will as carly as possible 
communicate what remains to be 
dono by Germany undor articlo 
429 of tho Troaty of Versailles. 
Tho German Govornmont appoare 
to have misundorstand the import 
of articles 428 and 429 of tho 
troaty, and it is for Gormany, by 
fulfilling her obligations, to en- 
able tho Allios tu rostrict \heir

LATEST, 

‘Gitbort and Sullivan enthusiasts 
in the Colony were recently 
enabled to indulge thoir love of 
the Savoy oporas with the Hang- 
kong Philharmonic Society's pro- 
duction of “Tho Yeomen of the 
Guard." Now comes the welcome 
news that the same Society is 
putting on "Tho Gondoliers at 
the Theatre Koyal in. March, 
This was the last opera to be 
produced prior lo the uncortunate 
difference of opinion which led 
to un interruption of the intel- 
lectual partnership between 
Gilbert and Sullivan, which part- 
nerahip was not resumed until 
four yoars later in 1895, when the 
difference was forgotten and 
“Utopia Limited made its bow 
tothe public. The quarrel, which 
has become part of theatrical 
history, had its origin in a point 
only indirectly connected with 
the operus, Ma, d’Oyly Carte had 
purchased for £140 a particularly 
fine carpet which ho considered 
would add to the attractiveness 
of the Savoy ticatre, and 
for tome rvason the three mon 
could not seo cyo to eye over the 
necessity for spending such a sum 
upon a carpet for the purpose, the 
rosult being as so ‘often happens, 
quite out of proportion to the im- 
portance of the point in dispute. 
Tho lapse of years, however, had 
tho effect which one would expect, 
and the three friends made their 
peace. :
